Yours is, likely to be the largest Freshman Class 
in the history of this University, and in order to 
prepare for your arrival it has been necessary to make 
several changes in the organization of oar academic

ITie early history* of McGÎÎl forms 
a vivid and startling contrast to 
the present day scene and it is 
sometimes difficult to realize that 
the doors of the university first 
opened but a little over one hun- 
dred years ago this month* 

Delving back into ancient Mc- 
Gill lore we find that on the 
opening of the University, there 
'were only twenty students regis- 
tered for a full degree course— a 
far cry from today's record Fresh- 
man class of 1200 men and 250 
women. Seventeen of these stu- 
dents were enrolled for the Class- 
ics course' or what would corre- 
spond to a modem Arts degree 
while the other three were Mathe- 
matical students. 

The annual fees amounted to the 
tremendous sum of £5 per year, 
of which £1 13s.. 4d. went directly 
to the Senior Professor. The bur- 
sar's take was considerably smaller 
while the registrar's "ahntial stipend 
consisted of 10 shillings from each 
student which they paid as a 
matriculation fee and which he 
kept. 

As can well be imagined from 
the above figures, financial disas- 



ter followed upon financial disas- 
ter. Eventually, by the 1850's the 
college was forced to dispense with 
the services of the French and 
Math professors, since thçre was 
not sufficient money to pay them. 

The buildings which had never 
been fully completed had become 
horribly dllapldntcd and by 1851 
the Med students decamped and 
moved into new quarters. 

The fact that history repeats U 
self was shown when the City in 
its enthusiasm for blasting out the 
reservoir behind the University, 
packed too much dynamite into 
their charges. Heavy chunks of 
stone fell all over the masonry 
of the college buildings. Large 
cracks appeared in the walls-rthe 
solution? . Arts' classes moved Into 
the high school. 

Further shocks were experienced 
by Royal Victoria College this 
summer when again the City went 
to work on the resevolr. Cracks, 
repaired last year, reappeared in 
the front steps and some parts of 
the building, so we were told, 
dropped as much as two or three 
feet. ' ' \

work. Many of yon will live at Dawson CaJiege, some 
of you in the Peterson Residences at Lachine, and 
some at A.NA. Hoasc or Slralhcona Hall. Each one 
of tliese is a new part of the University, created 
specially to meet your needs, and I hope that the 
preparations that have been made will contribute 
greatly to your comfort, — 

Congestion wc cannot avoid. The number of 
McGill .students was 3,000 before the war; it will 
approach 9,000 daring the session tliat is now begin- 
ning. Wc arc proud of the fact that, except in the 
Faculty of Medicine where clinical facilities impose a 
rigid limit to student enrolment, no qualified student 
from iltc armed services who sougiit admission to this 
University has been turned away from its doors. 
Every member of tlie University has cooperated to 
make this possible and I know that all of you are 
willing to play your part in accepting small fncon- 
vcnicrices with a good heart. 

Many of yon, during the years of war, fought 
splendidly to win the opportunities that you now 
enjoy, and every member of the teaching staff is 
eager to Jiclp you in your academic career. If the 
habits of University life seem unfamiliar, at first, 
seek the Itelp of your professor or talk matters over 
with one of the students in the upper classes. 

In conclusion, may I emphasize the fact that the 
welcome I extend lo yon, on behalf of all my 
colleagues applies lo all the days of your academic 
career. Each one of us is eager to help you. I speak 
for all when t express the hope that tlie chapter of 
your lives upon which you are now begintting may 
be filled both, with the joy of accomplishment and 
with the memory of friendships that will sweeten all 
your days.

A. H. S. GlUson in a recent inter- 
view. This . number will be made 
up of all male students in B.A. 1, 

B. Com. 1, M.Sc. I, 'and'B-Sc. 2, as 
well as all students in B.Eng 1. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 26, 184S, 
exactly one year ago, at 11:00 a.m., 
the R.C.A.P. handed over posses- 
sion ot E.E.T.S. 13 which, had for- 
merly been No. 9 À.O.S., to Prin- 
cipal; .James .'Who received it in 
the name of McGill University. 
The site was renamed "Sir William 
Dawson College" In honor of Sir 
William Dawson, Principal of 
McGill, 1844-1893. Lectures started 
the following Monday — less than 
five days away, and so, the task of 
converting the station Into a col- 
lege was carried ;Oitt during Daw- 
son's first year--1945-46. 

NUItlEROUS CHANGES 
A large number of changes have 
been made since that memorable 
day Just one year ago, and E.F.T.S. 
13 hbs been rapidly converted into 
a first clanACoUese. Physics and 
zoology laboratofîés have been set 
up, and the new chemistry labora- 
tory, large enough to rival those 
at McGill, has been further en- 
larged to Include an organic chem- 
istry lab, as well as a small research 
lab for the demonstrators. 

The dormitories, each of which • 
accommodates 10 students, have 
been repainted with new colour 
schemes designed to make the 
rooms more pleasant and home- 
like. Students will be assigned to " 
their dorms upon arrival at Daw- 
son, Attempts will be made to 
please groups wishing to be 
assigned together, If at all possible; 
and sufficient elasticity will be 
allowed in. the dormitory setup to 
allow some switching of rooms. 

The Dawson Book Service, which 
sells all text-books required, has 
been moved to the site of the old 
post office In the south wing of 
Dawson Hall to speed service. 
CARNEGIE LIBRARY 
The Carnegie Library, which op- 
ened its doors last October 26 at 
Dawson, has been enlarged to in- 
clude the old reading room.' This 
makes It possible to have all Eng- 
lish 2 books at Dawson. The new 
reading room Is across the hall, In 
the old •'Intelligence room." ^ 

Only one dining holl, capable of 
feeding 600 at one time, is avail- 
able, but, as Prof. Gillson stated: 
"We hope to arrange the timetables 
in such a way as to prevent con- 
gestion In the dining hall." 

One year ago, Dawson College 
consisted of 30 buildings on 50 acres 
of land. Today, the area and the

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WELCOME FROSH 

Warning! Freshmen Beware! 

Here's a (riendly tip for all you newcomers to McGill. The 
weird rules and régulations of the Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic 
Union are not for us. mere mortals to comprehend. Talce football 
for instance. 

You will not have noticed it If you watched the Red and White 
slaughter a gallant Loyola team last Satuitiay. You will , not notice 
it when McGill takes on McMaster in another exhibition contest 
the day after (omorrow. But you will notice it when the Kerr Klan 
plays Queens in the first scheduled intercollegiate natch October S. 
For 'tis then the games are played according to the bizarre statutes 
oftheCIAU. 

THE RULE 

What will you notice? You will see fighting Redmen staggering 
on the playing field from sheer exhaustion. You will sec healthy 
athletes dropping to their Icnccs after each play from fatigue. You 
will see normally flawless players missing easy tackles, dropping 
perfect passes, and fumbling much more frequently, because tired 
muscles refuse to respond.^You will realize that most of the foot« 
bailers on the field' are 'àiisôlutely fagged out. and you will wonder 
to yourself why Coach Doug Kerr doesn't send In substitutes. And • 
that's where the CIAU enters. 

The CIAU literally condemns some of the players on each team 
to play sixty minutes without substitution. Their antiquated rules 
practically require that every first string man struggle through more 
than fifty minutes of one of the toughcst-and roughest sports known. 
Why? Because the CIAU says that only 20 players may dress and 
compete in an intercollegiate football contest. And believe it or not, 
that represents a substantial improvement over last year, when only 
18 contestants were allowed to participate. 

THE REASON 

What is the reason /or the rule? That, is X— the unknown, the 
Imponderable. Remember that, "ours Is not to reason why'.'. The 
dictates of the. lords and masters of intercollegiate sports must bo 
accepted without question. Or so it would seem. For wo have yet to 
come across a satisfactory explanation for limiting the number of ' 
players to such an extent. The supposition that allowing unlimited 
substitutions would favour the university with the largest enrolment, 
<and therefore the greatest source of material) is not a very good 
attempt at solving the riddle. And even it this excuse did hold 
water, a higher limit, say 30, could be set. 

To top oft the whole senseless picture, there has not been one 
coach In the Intercollegiate, league who has upheld the CIAU ruling. 
In tact, they're all anxious to have it changed. So, all you intelligent 
firosb. go ahead and figure it out. Wc gave up long ago.

Student Affairs Administration 
Is Role of Executive Councils 



On his first day at the Univer- 
sity the newcomer sees student 
government in action. He is in- 
troduced to it through the Fresh- 
man Reception Committee. From 
then on, as long as he remains at 
McGill, he will be urged to attend 
meetings *o support it. sign reso- 
lutions to . improve it, and to take 
part in tho many activities made 
possible by It. 

Everyone enrolled in a full 
course, thereby paying the student 
fee, is a member of the Students' 
Society, ot McGlll University or 
Dawson College as the case maybe. 
From each of these societies mem- 
bers are elected by popular vole 
to the Students' Executive Council 
of McGlir University or the Daw- 
son Students' Council, who handle 
the administration of student af- 
faira. 

. . SIMILAR LINES 
Both of these councils function 
along similar lines, the McGill body 
being the parental organization. 
The society president is chairman 
of the council and its other mem- 
bers Include representatives elect- 
ed from the various faculties and 
appointed members. 

The Students' Executive Council 
meets weekly. A typical agenda 
may call for tho chowslng ot an 
editor for the annual, reports from 
several committees and a decision 
on what the cornerstone ot the new 
war memorial is to contain. <The 
council enables students to buy and 
sell used books conveniently at the 
Book Exchange, 

It issues a directory In which 
the addresses and telephone num- 
bers ot all McGlll students are 
listed, and a handbook, popularly 
called the McGiU Bible. This little 
volume, packed with information 
about the University, lists 'several 
dozen possible spare time activities 
for the student. It Includes a calen- 
dar marked with the coming year's 
important dales, and space for the 



owner to make memoranda on other 
significant dates. 

The Executive Council has as 
part ot Its task the apportioning ot 
about^ forty thousand dollars col- 
lected in Students' Society fees. 
UNDERGKAD BODIES 

Arts and Science, Commerce, 
and all the professional faculties 
and schools have their undergrad- 
uate societies. All ot these serve as 
a link between their members and 
the rest ot the campus. All aid in 
collecting funds during charity 
drives, and organize, at least once 
during the year, an entertainment 
to which all students arc invited. 

Then these 'societies sponsor act- 
ivities ot particular interests to 
their mem'bers. Arts and Science 
has societies and clubs whose rai- 
son d'etre may be Philosophy, 
History, French, or one of several 
other subjects that some students 
find too interesting to confine to 
the classroom and the library. 

Tho Engineers have their own 
debating union. In public speaking, 
the student learns something that 
will help him in dealing with men, 
complementing his academic course 
which teaches him to deal with 
machines. 

The McGlU Medical and Dental 
Reviews have been revived .by 
their respective facultfes 'since the 
end of the war, and the versatile 
engineers also have their publlca' 
tion, tho Jionkey Wrench. In ad' 
dition, several schools make it 
possible' for their students to buy 
books. Instruments, and other sup 
piles at reduced rates. 

Student government may break 
Into general notice only a few 
times a year. There is an election 
or someone proposes a change 
which the majority, or a very 
articulate minority considers radi- 
cal. But tho way in which McGlll 
students 'govern themselves is as 
Important throughput the year as 
it is on the day the ballots are 
counted.
